Meth Bust on Mariposa

Sierra Madre Police, working with the Arcadia and 
Monrovia Police Departments as well as the federal De¬ 
partment of Justice, made two arrests and seized approxi¬ 
mately $5,(XK) worth of methamphetamine last Friday 
at a residence at 41.^ W. Mariposa, Sierra Madre. Det. 
John Cordischi of the Sierra Madre Police Department 
said he had been staking out the house for a few weeks 
prior to the arrests. 

The operation began in Arcadia around 10:30 that 
morning, according to Cordischi and narcotics detective 
Ron Seeman of the Arcadia Police Department. Offic¬ 
ers Urst entered an Arcadia residence in search of an ex- 
felon wanted on a no-bail warrant, but learned he was 
at the Mariposa house in Sierra Madre. Four people were 
detained at the Arcadia house. 

"We went to Arcadia to investigate a reported 
methamphetimine lab,” said Cordischi. “We had a search 
warrant.” A search of the house yielded evidence that 
such a lab had been there at one time, but no actual lab. 
Information in the search warrant told the officers what 
kind of car the missing felon was driving. “We located 
that car up here in Sierra Madre at 413 W. Mariposa,” 
Cordischi continued. “We were also investigating that 
house for sales of methamphetimine. We stopped the 
vehicle when he left, because reportedly he was also 
carrying a weapon. Officer Long did a fantastic take¬ 
down on the man at Lima and Highland. 

“We found about half a pound of methamphetimine 
in the car, between the man’s feet, and a loaded 9-milli¬ 


meter semiautomatic handgun behind the driver’s seat.” 
Additionally, approximately SI,5(X) was found in the 
man’s wallet—mostly $20 bills, all individually 
wrapped. Cordischi said that is a typical way drug deal¬ 
ers store money made from sales. 

“So then we went back to the house.” Vehicles parked 
outside, as well as information gathered earlier at the 
Arcadia house, indicated there were two people inside 
who had no-bail warrants out for their arrest. “So we 
went in and detained the people [four men, two women], 
and immediately saw evidences of the use of 
methamphetimine—paraphernalia, also meth sitting out 
in sight on the table. So we detained everybody, and 
obtained a search warrant for the house.” 

Obtaining the search warrant took several hours. 
Undercover detectives and an ABC News camera crew 
(apparently tipped off by someone at DOJ) waited out¬ 
side the house for the warrant to arrive. By 3 p.m., sub¬ 
urban mothers in minivans were pulling into their drive¬ 
ways, backpack-toting teens were strolling home from 
.school, and a family with young children stepped out to 
walk their dog. On a street featuring a pleasant mix of 
condominiums and private homes, the house at 413 stood 
out with a shopping cart and wooden planks strewn about 
the front yard. Cordischi said neighbors had been aware 
of suspicious activity there for the last few weeks. That 
afternoon, several nervously viewed it from a distance 
as the sun played hide-and-seek with the clouds, height¬ 
ening the afternoon’s drama.

Undercover Cop

Meet John Cordischi: loving dad; collector of 
autographed movie star photos, jokes and stuffed pigs 
(including one from a forger he arrested four times); fan 
of sports and Harley David.sons (he owns a ’91 Heritage 
Softhill); and frequent undercover detective for the Si¬ 
erra Madre Police Department. In the latter capacity, he 
investigates many cases involving narcotics and em¬ 
bezzlement. His presence is low-key, but he con csses 
a bulldog tenacity that helps immeasurably in his work. 

Cordischi left his hometown of Boston in 1960. “Back 
then there were a lot of problems,” he recalled in a re¬ 
cent interview in his office (surprisingly neat for a busy 
detective). One of his three sisters, Barbara, already lived 
in California, so he dropped out of high school and fol¬ 
lowed her out here. After graduation from El Segundo 
High School, he joined the Navy and was stationed in 
San Diego. “1 served in the Cuban crisis, which was very 
exciting,” he said. He also served on a flagship off Viet¬ 
nam and experienced shore bombardment. “I got out 
right after it [the war] started, in ’65 or so. I didn’t want 
to be career military,” he explained. 

Returning to the South Bay area, Cordischi worked 
variously as a stock foreman, tool factory worker, and 
part-time singing waiter at The Gaslight in Redondo 
Beach. He became a certified paramedic for L.A. County 
in 1972, and worked for eight years from West Holly¬ 
wood to Compton. He also joined the West Covina re¬ 
serve police force for four years. In 1980, he came to the 
Sierra Madre Police Department. 

Asked how he became an undercover detective, 
Cordischi credits mentor Bill Kent, a SMPD detective 

when Cordischi first ar- 

B rived. “He taught me a lot 

about investigative tech¬ 
niques, which you can 
only learn from an experi¬ 
enced detective—being a 
court liaison, working up a 
case, etc. He taught me 
most of what I know. He 
retired two to three years 
ago, and I was appointed to 
take his place.” Cordischi 
walks to his cabinet and 
pulls down a memorabilia 
album with photos of 
Kent. He calls it his “Joke 
Book,” full of photographs 
that could never be 
shared—or fully appreci¬ 
ated—outside his depart-

I think that probably the most driving force for me was 
my mother, who always told me that 1 had to be some¬ 
body.” It was no excuse that girls were expected to marry 
and raise families. “My mother always said that’s fine, 
but marriage doesn’t mean you become an appendage. 
You have to he somebody first.” That emphasis on per¬ 
sonal development was crucial for MaryAnn, and is 
.something she passes on to her four children. “1 think 
probably my biggest job is to be a role model for my kids. 

I tell them, you’re given a time to be here, and you’re 
supposed to do something w ith that.” 

Does she think being a woman ever hindered her pro¬ 
fessionally? “In my case, 1 don't. I’ve always been very 
competitive.” But, she adds, “When it’s advantageous, 
I think it behooves a woman to use it [the fact she is a 
woman] to her best advantage. 1 think I take a fairly prag¬ 
matic approach to things. Therefore, the way I’m reacted 
to is most of the time positive. Quite honestly, the fact 
that women have wanted to differentiate themselves as 
women, and ask for more for themselves because they 
are women, works very much to our detriment. Even in 
Sierra Madre, when I was first elected to the council five 
years ago, 1 believe that .some of the other council mem¬ 
bers were a little wary of me because I was not known 
to them and 1 was a woman. But as time went on...in my 
last campaign, I purposely wore an outfit with epaulets, 
and I said that I had earned my stripes.” Now, she says, 
she is viewed not as a woman councilmember, but as a 
fellow councilmember. 

What does Sierra Madre’s mayor consider her great¬ 
est contribution to society? “I think one of the most 
important things that I am doing is to raise four children 
to be responsible, respectable, firm in their convictions, 
with a real purpose and a sense of being, who can make 
a difference in the world. For me that’s the most impor¬ 
tant ongoing thing that I am doing.” 

Told that her commitment to making a difference in 
her world seems to be a recurring theme among Sierra 
Madre women, MaryAnn replies, “It’s probably a recur¬ 
ring theme in women. I have a modem outlook but a very 
traditional soul. Because of that, 1 think that there still 
is some very real role differentiation in the makeup ol 

men and women. 1 think women just simply are more—

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How Do You Measure Time?

A colleague recently visited his grandfather, who had 
just suffered a stroke. Grandson and recovering grand¬ 
father sat in the hospital room together, watching an epi¬ 
sode of Murphy Brown, just sharing a little bit of space 
together—a slice of time. In the face of a stroke, what a 
precious gift that is; to me, the enduring horror of stroke 
is that it seemingly imprisons you in one searing moment 
of time in which most wither, but never quite escape. 

Listening to that story transported me to another, too- 
similar room—this one at a private seniors’ health care 
facility in central Florida. Picture rolling expanses of 
green grass, tranquil ponds, and blue sky scudded with 
puffy white clouds and damp with humidity. These de¬ 
fined my energetic grandmother’s horizons as a steady 
progression of TI.\s (essentially, mini-strokes) robbed 
her of recent memory and self-sufficiency. Then, a ma¬ 
jor stroke—not 10 days before I was to start driving cross 
country to vacation with her. Driving wouldn t get me 
there in time. Her only son believed it would be hypo¬ 
critical of him to rush to her side after decades of es¬ 
trangement. I—my father’s only child, her only biologi¬ 
cal grandchild—flew back so my last surviving grand¬ 
parent wouldn’t die alone. The experience forever 
changed me. 

Actually, she was surrounded by extraordinarily kind 
strangers. Her nurses fussed and prayed over me as much 
as they did her. While I kept the death vigil in the chair 
next to my grandmother’s bed, they shared stories with 
me of her daily life in the home. They told me how proud 
and happy she was when I telephoned her Sunday after¬ 
noons. and 1 described the newsy, breezy letters she’d 
written me all my life. I enjoyed laughing with young 
aide Brandi, blonde and brassy, when she said she’d 
dubbed my grandmom “Pretty Lady” because, even 
shuttling around on a walker in slippers and housecoats, 
she insisted on dressing up in all her costume jewelry. 
(Funny bow stubborn vanity at life’s end helps us retain 
some shreds of tenuous dignity.) I recalled how much 
more stylish than other grandmothers she had always 
been, her wardrobe colorful and fully accessorized, her 
hair always well coiffed. Now I looked at her and 
w meed. Long, course hairs jutted from her chin, and her 
■•salt-&-pepper” hair was haggish and grey. Shocking. 
Laughing w ithin reach of her—body rolled on one side, 
face slack-jawed, eyes staring out blankly, breathing 
heavy—felt like sacrilege. Here was a woman who for 
1 yearrhad personally nursed first her motheri-ihen 
sister,'and finally her husband of 56 years. Now.^'ijtas 
alone in a nursing home, fiercely battling her body’s slow 
betrayal of her incredible spirit. And here I was, laugh¬ 
ing—proving, at Death’s arrival, that I was Alive. Was 
that disrespectful? It felt like a guilty pleasure, yet if 
anyone gifted me with spirit and verve, it was her. 

I wanted the clock to stop, so she wouldn’t lose life 
and we wouldn’t lose each other; yet 1 wanted that 
damned clock to race the wind so her skin would stop 
mottling and her breathing would cease to haunt with the 
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sound of rising lung fluid. Was that sinful of me? 1 don’t 
know. I didn’t know if she heard me. but 1 sang and 
talked to her anyway. All I do know is that when I 
cradled her. our eyes locked in a steady gaze as she drew 
her final breath, and I was instantly, forever changed 

How do you measure time? In clarifying moments of 
pain that transport you from one life stage to another? 
By the light that disappears in a loved one's soul win¬ 
dows when you keep breathing—but she doesn t ? In the 
stillness following intense emotion? 

Thoughts, please. 

It’s not a morbid question. Our lives are built on the 
management of time—how to maximixe its productive¬ 
ness, how to ration it, how to grab more of it. But so 
much structuring of time somehow steals its meaning. 
Looking back from the end of a life, how much mean¬ 
ing will we find in an organizer?

Recycling Made Simple

Are you as confused about recycling as we are.’ If so. 
here is a simple statement to help us all understand and 
support the system better: recycling is NOT trash. Think 
of it this way: recyclables have a designated end mar¬ 
ket; the designated end of trash is landfill. 

Infinitely recyclable and therefore not trash are allE 
minum and .steel cans, glass iars and bpUle^. and 
newspapers .These containers—rinsed and unbroken- 
go into your “orange along with—but separated 

from—newspap^n^fafiVdly dry and preferably boui'i4^» 
please). 

As for plastic!s), again let’s simplify the complicated. 
Put into your bin only (rinsed) containers (no tops) with 
a #1 or #2 inside the “chasing arrows” on the bottom 
Recycled primarily are water, soda or liquor bottles, 
translucent milk jugs and juice jugs. Check the under¬ 
side of all containers, however. Some cleaning and soap 
packaging, for example, is#l or #2, as is much “piersonal 
care” product packaging (shampoo, etc.). Throw all 
other plastics into the trash. Most are not currently re¬ 
cycled—at least not in our area—including that ubiqui¬ 
tous styrofoam. Beware: higher numbers (3-7) in the 
recycling symbol on the packaging indicate the content 
of the plastic; they do not mean that the plastic is actu¬ 
ally recycled. 

And remember this; all non-recyclable materials 
carted off from our curbs for recycling must be later 
pulled out of the unimaginable accumulated mess and 
hauled away as trash—for landfill. We pay for these two 
processes, either out of our rebate or out of our Environ¬ 
mental Fund. So, instead, PRERECYCLE!

Unfortunately, again, the same cannot be said 
for humans. This point has been driven home this past 
year with the South Carolina mother who tied both her 
sons to the back seat of her car, then drove the car into 
a lake; and the mother who threw both her boys into the 
ocean in Long Beach this month. The only survival 
problem those children had was their mother. 


Since the beginning of time, man has conquered many 
fears and made great discoveries but the one fear man 
has not been able to conquer is the fear of himself. We 
judge so very harshly other animals for their natural in¬ 
stincts, but other animals only attack and kill for two 
reasons: 1) for food (they only kill what they nee), and 
2) when their life or the life of their young are in dan¬ 
ger. We, on the other hand, kill for greed, anger, love, 
and much more. Yes, we have been capable of great 
things. We can out-think a computer, we can keep a 
human alive even after his body no longer functions at 
all, we can travel into space, and go to the depths of our 
oceans; but what we can claim as our greatest accom¬ 
plishment is cruelty to each other. 

Violent assaults are made because of diffenences in 
skin color, religious beliefs, speech, dress, appearance, 
walk, and how we each have different perceptions of 
happiness. We arc so different from each other and 
everything else that exists here on earth, that we alien¬ 
ate each other. Maybe that is why we fear everything 
that we cannot control. If we continue this way, our fear 
will prove to be our own destruction. 

We call ourselves human from the root word of hu¬ 
manity, pertaining to the quality of being humane kind¬ 
ness; benevolence. But we are so very far away from 
that definition today.

When the warrant finally arrived, “We searched the 
house and found another half a pound of 
methamphetimine in the refrigerator,” Cordischi said.

Q; “My 1989 GM car is stalling when 
I depress the accelerator. I have 
cleaned the throttle area and changed 
the fuel pump. I’ve also changed the 
prom. Is this a dangerous problem?" 
A: This problem could be caused by 
three components besides those you 
have listed: the idle speed motor, 
which also provides idle air control, 
can get gummed up, causing it to 
stick. Then the car won’t accelerate 
properly. The fuel pressure regulator, 
located in the throttle body, can cause 
a lack of acceleration if the setting is 
too low. You should also check the 
position of the throttle sensor since 
it instructs the engine computer 
how much the throttle is open.

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Art Discovery at Sierra Nladre School

Last Friday morning, members of the newborn Pacific 
Dance Theatre gave two free performances to Sierra 
Madre School students. It was the culmination of a week 
of classes introducing the children to ballet. These 
classes were part of the broader Art Discovery program, 
which enables professional artists to give classes and 
demonstrations of their craft. Artists share their stories 
and skills with the students in an intimate classroom 
setting. The students gain invaluable insights and a cul¬ 
tural education not usually available in public schools. 
Within the Pasadena Unified School District, the popu¬ 
lar program is unique to Sierra Madre School. 

During the week of ballet instruction, students were 
included in the demonstrations. Artistic director Charles 
Maple explained, ‘This is a new program for Pasadena 
Dance Theatre. What we’re trying to do is introduce 
students to a behind-the-scenes look at what goes into 
the creation of dance. I show them about choreography, 
training and the associations with athletics, I show them 
the different kinds of music. What I’m trying to do is 
bridge the gaps.” Most children—and adults aren t 
aware of exactly what goes into a ballet, he said. When 
people don’t understand something, they sort of put it 
off a little bit. If you understand the process that you go 
through to get at a final product, it brings them in. That s 
what we’re trying to do. We’re trying to bridge the pro¬ 
cess. So they don’t just go ‘Oh, that was nice and enter¬ 
taining.’ So they understand the process, and support it.” 

Sierra Madre School approached the company about 
giving classes at the school as part of the Art Discovery 
program. “They were so enthusiastic,” said Maple. I 
think we had a really nice program.” 

“I’ll inteiject,” said Krystal, a teacher at the elemen¬ 
tary school. “I think it was the most positive, and had 
the most positive comments” of any of the previous Art 
Discovery program offerings, which have included eth¬ 
nic dance, creative writing, poetry, music, and visual

arts. She said it has been an amazing experience for stu¬ 
dents and teachers. Friday morning’s audience of kin¬ 
dergarten through third graders seemed to corroborate 
her statement with its uncharacteristically attentive be¬ 
havior. 

Maple complemented the high quality of dancers in 
his company. “To be able to share that high quality of 
dancing with children...a lot of times they’ll see things 
that aren’t up to par—I hate to say that, but it s the truth. 
I’m trying to bring them something of very high quality 
so they’ll appreciate the magic.” Friday’s diverse offer¬ 
ings included selections from Don Quixote and the music 
of Scott Joplin. 

Dancer Chelsea Hackett was asked if there an appre¬ 
ciable difference between performing for children ^d 
adult audiences. ‘The kids look a lot more enthusiastic!” 
she exclaimed. 

‘They love Chelsea,” Maple noted proudly. 

The company is giving a special performance for stu¬ 
dents from Sierra Madre and other schools on April 7 at 
10 a.m., at San Gabriel Civic Auditorium.

according to the Spirit.” What are the reasons for con¬ 
demnation? There are two basic ways we receive con¬ 
demnation. 1) Condemnation may come externally as we 
are condemned by someone for something we may have 
done. Or, 2) condemnation may come from inside as we 
condemn ourselves for what we see as failures in our 
lives. I would like to focus in on that internal condem¬ 
nation. Paul says, in the end of chapter 7 of Romans, 
“So I find this law at work: When I want to do good, 
evil is right there with me. For in my inner being I de¬ 
light in God’s law; but 1 see another law at work in the 
members of my body, waging wars against the law of 
my mind and making me a prisoner of the law of sin at 
work within my members. What a wretched man I am! 
Who will rescue me from this body of death?’ Obvi¬ 
ously, Paul was talking about self condemnation. Each 
of us is as good as Paul at condemning ourselves. We 
look at our actions and we “kick ourselves” and ask, 
“Why did I do that?” The emphasis of Lent leads us to 
condemn joucselves. hYou hear that littiB.i<oic«in>your 
head all the time saying, “I am sinful in fought, word 
and deed.” This self condemnation causes regret, shame 
and remorse. These feelings are good when they bring 
about a true repentance before God. We need to see our 
need for a Savior who saves us from our sins. This in¬ 
ternal condemnation is bad when it begins to lead to a 
feeling of discouragement. 

‘Therefore, there is now no condemnation for those 
who are in Christ Jesus,” Paul declares. Whether we are 
ready to stop condemning ourselves or not we hear the 
voice of Jesus saying, “God will not condemn you.”

The Light the Worid 

Light is such a precious gift. So much of whsu we hold 
dear belongs to the light—a candle in a window, the light 
in a child’s eyes, sunsets and rainbows, the lights in the 
face of one who loves us. And so much of what we fear 
belongs to the world of shadows. It’s no wonder that 
Jesus chose to be known as “the light of the world.” 

We have all heard someone say, “I’d rather die than 
lose my sight.” Because even with our seeing selves we 
can imagine what it’s like to be blind. We often take light 
for granted, forgetting to be aware of the thousand simple 
joys our eyes rest on each day. We know the bigger 
blindness, too: the myopia of the Pharisees, who see the 
law only as words on a page, and the myopia of our own 
times, which sees only the dark side of things. We know 
what it’s like to use our eyes not as instruments of the 
lights, but as tools of judgment, looking no further than 
skin color or age or sex or social class. 

We want to see clearly. That’s partly what Lent 
means for us—^a time to get our eyes checked, to bring 
ourselves before the Lord in all our blindness and to beg 
as did the man in the Gospel, “O, Lord, that I might see!” 
It’s not easy. We still carry so much of the darkness 
within us. There are things about ourselves we’re not 
ready to look at, things we don’t necessarily want God 
to see, either. 

And yeL we know that just a little bit of light can drive 
away a roomful of darkness. “How far that little candle 
throws its beam.” And if we can bring ourselves to see, 
and to be seen, all our darkness will be driven out by 
God’s light. 

We hear much talk during Lent about conversion. 
Maybe, in its simplest form, the kind of conversion we’re 
called to is an opening of our eyes—^as the ground opens 
to give birth to daffodils, as new green leaves open to 
the light, as arms open to welcome us home. Opening 
our eyes, we see ourselves more clearly, maybe even 
learn to love ourselves a little better. We see each 
other—and we see, in each other, the God who is Light. 
Every time this kind of conversion happens, another 
miracle is worked. We are moved to sing, in the words 
of the old American spiritual “Amazing Grace,” “I once 
was lost, but now I’m found. Was blind. But now I see.”

What are the dilferent causes lor an enlarged 
prosi ate gland'.’ 

An enlarged prostrate gland ean lead to constipation 
by putting pressure on the colon. It can also cause a 
partial urinaiy obstruction since the gland encircles the 
urethra. There are several difterent causes lor an en¬ 
larged prost ale. One coninn>n cause is benign prostalic 
hyperplasia that tveurs in inutci male dogs. This is a hor- 
mone-indueed enlargement ot the gland. Another cause 
is cysUc hyperplasia which causes tluid-lilled cavities 
within the prost ate gland. A third cause is an abscess 
or infection ol the prost.ate gland. A iourth cause is 
neoplasia. One or mure ol these can occur together. To 
difTerentiaie the cause, a senes of diagrKtstic tesLs ma> 
be perldrmed. An x-rav can be used to delinitively di- 
agnu.se an enlarged pnrsi.ate gland especially it it can¬ 
not be palpated. A urinalysis with culture or prostatic 
wash can help rule out inlection. An ultrasound is help¬ 
ful in identilying cysts, abscesses and tumors. However, 
ultimately, a biopsy may be needed to get a definitive 
diagnosis. Castration is recommended in many cases 
since it will cause the gland to atrophy. Antibiotics 
would be instituted if an infection or abscess was found.

Crime Increase with 
Zero Tolerance? 


Rotary Honors and 
Bond Measures 


By Harvey Schwartz 

What might be the impact to the community if chil¬ 
dren are permanently expelled from school for acts of 
unprovoked violence or possession of weapons or dmgs 
on campus? Under Arcadia School District’s new zero 
tolerance program, known as PACE 2000, will they be 
more likely to contribute to violent and drug-related 
crime in the streets with their newly-found “freedom?” 

To get a perspective from the agency that deals first¬ 
hand with this sort of problem, we asked Arcadia Chief 
of Police Ronnie Gamer. According to Chief Gamer, 
the police evaluate such crimes on a case by case basis."* 
He added, “Only a small percentage of students [in 
Arcadia] are involved. We’ll just have to wait and see 
what happens. I don’t think it will be a problem.” 

When asked if rehabilitation programs are available 
for those individuals who may be expelled under PACE 
20(X), Chief Gamer responded that there are several 
community agencies already in place (D.A.R.E., forex- 
ample) which provide this service for specific age 
groups, ranging from grades 2 to 5 through middle and 
high school age.

Bids For Kids' at the Arboretum

On Tuesday, Mar. 21, over 200 women attended the 
Santa Anita Auxiliary’s annual benefit, “Bid For Kids.” 
Held at the L.A. County Arboretum’s Ayres Hall, the 
lunchtime event also included an auction with KABC 
Radio personality, Roger Barkley as Auctioneer, and a 
fashion show featuring Spring fashions by M’Lou. 

The purpose of this 16th annual benefit was to raise 
money for the Children’s Bureau of Southern Califor¬ 
nia (CBSC), an organization dedicated to preventing 
child abuse and neglect. “Proceeds will support pro¬ 
grams at the El Monte office,” said Fay Van Doren, who 
is in charge of publicity for the Auxiliary. 

Items being auctioned included free dinners at area 
restaurants, such as Green St. restaurant in Pasadena, 
Barkley’s (owned by Roger Barkley himself) in South 
Pasadena or La Canada, tickets to Disneyland or Uni¬ 
versal Studios, housewares, china, handmade arts and 
crafts, and even a fox coat. These treasures were donated 
by members of the Auxiliary or local merchants. 


According to Van Doren, $5,000 was raised at this 
event last year. Since 1904, the Children’s Bureau has 
provided professional treatment and prevention services 
to abused children, while coming to the aid of families 
of these children in terms of education, counseling and 
foster care. 

In a message from CBSC’s Chief Development Of¬ 
ficer, Tina Johann, she explained that their organization 
very much appreciated everyone’s support. “You’re a 
very important part of the puzzle,” she told the audience. 

She talked about a recent case that CBSC was assisting, 
in which abuse was occurring in a family with eight 
children. This family is now in therapy, due to interven¬ 
tion by CBSC. “If you weren’t here,” Johann said, “this 
family would have continued to deteriorate.” 

By the end of this event, almost no one left empty- 
handed. In addition, everyone was pleased that the en¬ 
joyable afternoon also benefitted such a worthy cause.

the actual figure. She stated that an increase of 29 per¬ 
cent “is erroneous.”

As for the current fiscal year of 1994-95, according 
to Gibson, it is not yet known what has been spent as the 
year is not yet over. 

“This is money well-spent,” says Gibson, “and I com¬ 
mend these teachers because they usually come back 
with great enthusiasm and bring this back to the class¬ 
rooms with them!” 

However, Chang maintains that her figures are cor¬ 
rect, citing research by an expert named Fred Huebscher.

ventative, not a punitive action: Dr. Towner, “Adults 
are saying we will not tolerate inappropriate behavior. 
We intend to maintain safe, quality schools.” President 
Gibson, “We are not cleaning up after a major problem, 
but we don’t want to have to.” Chief Gamer, “There are 
gang members involved in some of our incidents, but it 
is not a gang vs. gang problem at this point. We do not 
want that to happen. Manager Kelly, “We are definitely 
into prevention at this time. It is a positive thing and we 
will be including social services. We are doing a com¬ 
munity survey regarding the changes in our city and what 
we will need in 2(XX).” Mayor Young, “This is so im¬ 
portant that we want to get the information to every citi¬ 
zen.” Chris Mead, incoming PTA council president, 
“All the parents I have talked with are completely in 
favor of this.” 

In closing the conference. Dr. Towner said, “We have 
only a small percentage of our youth involved in seri¬ 
ous offenses, but many others are teetering.

Your City Clerk: The municipal clerk, along with tax 
collectors, is the oldest office of a public servant—dat¬ 
ing back to antiquity. In ancient times, clerks were some¬ 
times called “remembrancers;” in later times “keeper of 
the record.” 

The City Clerk is an elected official and a full time 
department administrator. Arcadia’s current City Clerk, 
June D. Alford, has been with the city since August, 
1983. She was with the City Clerk’s office four and a 
half years before she ran for and was elected to her po¬ 
sition in 1988. She was reelected in 1992. 

The office of the City Clerk serves the citizens of 
Arcadia, the City Council and all departments of City 
government, ail of whom call upon the Clerk’s office for 
service and information. The elected City Clerk is di¬ 
rectly responsible to the electors of the city and is re¬ 
quired by the Government Code to accomplish certain 
duties. 

The City Clerk and Clerk’s office handle matters re¬ 
lating to the official business of the City Council, boards 
and commissions. The City Clerk is generally respon¬ 
sible for keeping minutes of City Council meetings; pro¬ 
cessing Council agreements; recording official docu¬ 
ments; handling legal advertising; coordinating bid 
openings; conducting municipal elections; maintaining 
current files on all boards and commissions; maintain¬ 
ing the City seal; processing claims against the city; and 
handling all other legal or official documents. 

In closing, I quote Ms. Alford, ‘Traditionally, this 
office has been considered a main communication point 
between citizens of Arcadia, the City Council and op¬ 
erations of the City. This office is where the general 
public researches public records, requests information, 
and files complaints. The City Clerk and staff believe 
the public and City staff deserve equally respectful and 
cooperative treatment. We are accessible.”
